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Opening Remarks 


Shutdown Hits Home 


I had something hilarious and absurd planned for this issue’s Opening 
Remarks, but then I got an email from Shelter House Executive Director 
Rosalyn Wik. 


In case you thought the government shutdown didn’t affect folks in 
Beachcomberland, think again. Shelter House, the state-certified victim services 
program serving Okaloosa and Walton counties, is already being affected by our 
Reality-TV-Star-in-Chief’s temper tantrum, which started December 22, 2018. 


Democrats, you’re not off the hook, either. There’s this thing they taught me in 
Political Science 101 called “compromise.” 


Anyway, Ms. Wik writes: “The provision of lifesaving services for domestic 
violence survivors and their children depends on a combination of private, state 
and federal funding, and the continuation of these critical services has been 
compromised due to the current government shutdown. 


“Contracts for Victims of Crime Act (VOCA) funding, a source that provides nearly 
40 percent of funding for victim services at Shelter House, are reimbursable and 
the agencies receiving these funds front the money to provide services and are 
then reimbursed by the Office of the Attorney General. Prior to the shutdown, 
these funds were already slow to be recouped, and Shelter House had not been 
reimbursed since October for funds expended for victims services. 


“What people may not realize is this truly is a matter of life and death. So many 
of the survivors coming through our doors are in imminent danger and come to 
us with nothing. If we are forced to keep cutting back on services, victims will 
have nowhere to go. 


“In an effort to keep the center’s most critical services operating, Shelter House 
has responded by operating with minimum staffing patterns, suspending all 
supply purchases and monetary participant assistance and cutting back on 
contracted services such as licensed mental health therapy for adult survivors. 


“Survivors reaching out for help may find themselves facing long wait lists for 
services or be redirected out of the county due to a lack of resources during 
this period of time. If the availability of federal funding is not quickly restored, 
in a matter of weeks the agency may have to consider program office closures, 
additional staffing reductions or liquidating assets just to maintain its most 
critical core services. 


“Shelter House’s emergency shelter program for 
domestic violence survivors and their children 
was at 90 percent ofits normal operating capacity 
when news came that outstanding federal grant 
reimbursements would be halted. Since July 1, 
2018, the agency has already served 80 adults 
and 59 children in the emergency shelter, 272 
domestic violence and sexual assault survivors 
at their outreach program offices, responded to 
55 sexual assault victims at local area hospitals, 
and answered 628 hotline calls. 


“Shelter House is not unique in this predicament, 
as a recent press release by the Florida Coalition

half of the state’s 42 certified domestic 
violence centers will face reduction in 
their level of services to survivors by 
month two of the federal shutdown. 
A recent press release by the Florida 
Council Against Sexual Violence 
states many of the state’s 31 certified 
sexual assault programs are already 
facing layoffs, cutback, and some may 
be forced to close their doors. 


“In the wake of Hurricane Michael, 
Florida will face uncommon fiscal 
challenges that will diminish the 
state’s ability to compensate for any 
loss of federal funding. 


“In addition to the cash flow crisis 
the shutdown has caused, the 
humanitarian impact is substantial. 
Even when the shutdown ends and 
funding is restored, it will not erase 
the violence suffered by those who 
were unable to receive services in 
the interim. There were 180 domestic 
violence homicides in Florida in fiscal 
year 2017-18. 


“This number is staggering and 
would be much higher without the 
vital services provided through 
domestic violence centers. If centers 


cannot access the funding they need 
to continue, they will be unable 
to provide shelter services, safety 
planning, legal assistance to obtain 
injunctions for protection, and other 
critical lifesaving services. Every 
person deserves to live free of abuse, 
but for many the opportunity and 
ability to escape violence and find 
security is a matter of life or death. 


“Shelter House has_ started a 
fundraising campaign to keep critical 
services available to survivors in 
Okaloosa and Walton counties.

NWF State College Breathes Easy 


Northwest Florida State College (NWF) campuses 
and centers are tobacco-free effective January 1, 
2019, per the Board of Trustees policy unanimously 
approved in June 2018. Smoking and the use of all 
tobacco products (including e-cigarettes, vaping 
and smokeless tobacco) are prohibited at all NWF 
facilities, properties, and vehicles (owned or leased) 
regardless of location. 


The Northwest Florida State College Tobacco Free 
Task Force was formed in September 2015 at the 
request of the Student Government Association. 
The NWF Tobacco Free Task Force’s purpose is to 
strengthen community awareness with the vision of 
a safe, healthy campus of tobacco-free adults. 


The task force obtained 54 letters of support from 
faculty and staff along with a petition containing 
211 signatures from students in support of a 
tobacco-free college. All 28 colleges within the 
Florida College System were surveyed to determine 
their level of tobacco use on campus. 


“It is very exciting to see the efforts that have 
been made by NWF State College administration 


to best represent their students,” said NWF 
Student Government Association President Drew 
Hannah. “We are very grateful to the Board of 
Trustees and Dr. Stephenson for creating a healthier 
environment at NWF.” 


NWF pays 100 percent of the cost of medical 
insurance for all full-time employees. Health 
insurance costs are rising annually at a rate of 
between 5 and 7 percent, and there is a health 
insurance “loss ratio” at NWF that is 5.5 percent 
higher than the average in the Florida College 
System (95 percent vs. 89.5 percent average). 


“Improving the health of our employees by reducing 
or eliminating the use of tobacco is a high priority 
for the college, both from a well-being and cost 
perspective,” said NWF President Dr. Devin 
Stephenson. “The intention is to make a healthy 
impact on the lives of our students, employees and 
the community.”

A “Big, Beautiful Wall?” Yeah, Right...

Eight futile questions about President Trump’s 
ever-changing plan for a southern border wall: 


1. Why won’t Mexico pay for it, like Trump repeatedly 
promised? 


Mexican officials won’t pay for the wall because 
they’d have to be idiots to do it, and Trump can’t 
make them pay. It was always a silly demand, and 
Mexican leaders probably had a big laugh about 
the whole thing in private. If anything, they were 
astounded that so many Americans were gullible 
enough to fall for Trump’s idea. 


2. Can’t we ask another country to fund the wall? 
How about Guatemala, where many of the refugees 
are coming from? 


We'd actually have a better chance if we asked 
the Koch brothers, David and Charles. They’re 
ultraconservative mega-donors to Republican 
causes and are collectively worth about $107 
billion. They could write one check and pay for the 
entire wall, including landscaping. Unfortunately, 
Trump is pissed off at the Kochs, partly because 
they support a plan that would allow a path to 
citizenship for “DREAMers,” the children of illegal 
migrants. 


So that narrows down the list of super-wealthy 
sources for private funding to Warren Buffett, Paul 
McCartney or the Kardashians, none of whom have 
volunteered to donate to the president’s wall. 


Which leaves the rest of us taxpayers stuck with 
the tab.

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3. How much of the wall is already built? 


The U.S. border with Mexico is 1,954 miles long, and 
about one-third of it has had security fencing for 
years. Some sections are being upgraded, projects 
that were budgeted during past administrations but 
for which Trump naturally claims credit. 


Roughly two-thirds of the border is owned by states 
and private landholders, making it impossible to 
construct a “big, beautiful” contiguous wall. The 
legal battles would drag on for so long that the 
grandchildren of Trump’s grandchildren would be 
in assisted living by the time the court cases got 
settled. 


4. How much will it really cost to build what Trump 
wants? 


On the campaign trail, he told voters that a thousand 
towering miles of wall could be erected for only $4 
billion. People cheered wildly. Then they went home 
from the Trump rally, and their fifth-graders tried 
to explain to them that the $4 billion estimate was, 
like, absurd. Basically joke math. 


Once he was in office, the president starting saying 
the wall would cost $10 billion. Then a report leaked 
out from the Department of Homeland Security 
estimating the true cost at $21.6 billion. 


5. So the $5.6 billion that Trump wants in the new 
budget is only the beginning? 


It’s just a number that somebody in the White House 
dreamed up—big enough to look like a serious 
commitment, but not so big as to provoke giggles 
and outright mockery. 
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6. So how tall would the wall actually be? 


Trump originally announced that it would be 55 
feet high and insurmountable. Then the projections 
shrunk to 35 feet or 40 feet. 


Last year, the U.S. Customs and Border Protection 
agency began installing 30-foot see-through panels 
to replace 2.2 miles of existing barrier in Calexico, 
California. Another 20-mile segment in New Mexico 
will feature slatted panels with heights as low as 18 
feet, including a five-foot “anti-climbing” plate. 


Some of the new wall portions are being embedded 
six feet into the ground, with additional concrete 
anchoring to discourage tunnels. This might be 
effective if it were done at every vulnerable point of 
the border, but that’s another fantasy scenario. 


7. So, wait—is it a wall, or is it a fence? 


Trump now says he doesn’t care what everybody 
calls it, but he does. 


A feverish crowd chanting “Build the Fence!” isn’t 
nearly as ego-pleasing as a crowd chanting “Build 
the Wall!” And even “Build the See-Through Wall!” 
doesn’t pack the same punch. 


8. Let’s say the Democrats cave in and this thing 
actually gets funded. How long would it take to finish? 


There’s a three-mile stretch of Interstate I-95 near 
Daytona Beach that road contractors have been 
widening for four years. Just three miles. 


That happens to be a complex project, but it’s child’s 
play compared to piecing together a thousand miles 
of supposedly impassible barrier. The job would 
take ages even if they were using Legos. 


So the answer is that Trump’s “big, beautiful” wall 
will never get done—and when it doesn’t, none of 
us being asked to pay for it will be around to say “I 
told you so.”

10 Years of Connection and Collaboration

It’s hard to believe the 30A Songwriters Festival is 
celebrating its 10th year. I’ve played at nearly every 
one, save for a couple years when I was on tour, 
either in Canada (note to booking agents: Florida— 
winter; Canada—summer!) or in the UK, my de facto 
second home. I have a lot of great memories of the 
festival, going all the way back to its early days when 
there were just a handful of venues and “only” 50 
or so songwriters. Having been a part-time Seaside/ 
Seagrove resident for more than 20 years, the 30A 
Songwriters Festival for me is, both literally and 
figuratively, a homecoming. 


There was a memorable night at the 2014 festival, 
where my husband Barry Walsh and I were in the 
round with dobro genius Jerry Douglas at Rosemary 
Beach Town Hall. We invited (okay, begged) him to 
play on all our songs, which ultimately led to his 
guest appearances on my Blackbirds and Dancing 
With the Beast albums. 


Another show that stands out in my mind was an in 
the round set in 2018 with dear friends Kim Richey, 


Mary Gauthier and Will Kimbrough at The Bay, on 
an absolutely frigid Friday night. We all wore three 
layers of clothing, and even so, the cold brought 
tears to our eyes. But the crowd brought the love, 
and we would have happily played to the point of 
frostbite. Such is the enthusiasm of the audiences 
at this festival. 


In 2016 I played the main stage with my musical 
Wine, Women & Song sisters Matraca Berg and Suzy 
Bogguss (we'll be having a reunion of sorts at this 
year’s festival on Sunday—check your 30A Fest 
schedule!), and we had a blast during our set...and 
the extra treat of hearing Grace Potter sing one of 
Matraca’s songs during her set immediately following 
ours. These are the kinds of connections that happen 
during this festival, when we get to have a reunion of 
sorts with a lot of our friends and compatriots who 
are, just like us, busy touring most of the year. 


As often as not, the best part of the festival is getting 
to hear other artists work their magic. I remember 
playing a show in the round with Tommy Womack 
and David Olney in 2011 at Caliza in Alys Beach, 
following Rodney Crowell’s solo set which left us 


a 


and the audience utterly entranced. Later that year, 
Rodney was kind enough to guest duet with me on 
my Hello Cruel World album (are you sensing a theme 
here?). 


One of my favorite 30A Songwriters Festival 
traditions, and one I’ve played more times than I 
can count, is the Hair of the Dog Hoot, hosted by 
Jeff Black at Bud & Alley’s on Saturday morning. 
The tent is always packed, and the vibe is always 
perfectly chill. I’ve played this in-the-round show 
with everyone from David Olney to Deana Carter to 
Mary Gauthier, but the one constant is Jeff himself. 
He’s been one of my favorite songwriters since I met 
him in Nashville in the late 1980s, and every year I 
look forward to hearing his brilliant, filmic songs and 
his bigger than life voice. 


Jeff is taking this year off to recover from back 
surgery, but he’s asked a few of us to carry on the 
tradition in his absence, which we'll gladly do. Be 
sure to get there early for a great lineup of singer- 
songwriters. 


And Jeff, well see you in 2020.

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Tommy Womack: 


A Record That Changed My Life

Sometimes the cover art and the sound ofa record 
tie together beautifully well. Rubber Soul sounds 
deep brown and woodsy, Sgt. Pepper’s sounds like 
every color in the rainbow, and Revolver resolutely 
sounds black and white. It announces with stark 
slashing pen strokes that this is a new way to record 
a rock and roll band. We can do that because we’re 
the Beatles, and we don’t tolerate being bored. 
Please, George Martin, distort my voice. 


Revolver was the first Beatles album where the 
inmates took over the asylum for good. And they 
weren’t looking to make any more pretty, delicately 
recorded sounds that sold well. This time, John, 
Paul, George and Ringo were lockstep in pursuit 
of aggressive squawks of distorted guitar, seagulls, 
squashed and compressed and distorted drums, 
tape loops of weird shit and backward parts, and 
would George Martin please sir make a string 
quartet sound like a wall? 


There’s nothing “pretty” about Revolver. Beautiful, 
yes. Pretty, no. There is no reverb on anything. It’s 
dry as dust. Every tone is in your face. There isn’t 
much of any room sound. You’re not IN a room 
when you listen to it. You might not even really 
exist. Did you ever think about that? Revolver is 
designed to lure you in with the bold strokes and 
great catchy songs and while you’re there, let’s 
mess with your head a little. 


Let’s start with a rocker about taxes with the 
baddest rhythm section in rock and roll, and we'll 
follow that by depressing the shit out of you with a 
story about two lonely people who die, to the minor- 
key blasts of a steamroller string quartet. Then 


> 
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we get our first taste of feel-good Beatles music 
with “I’m Only Sleeping,” which is an earnest and 
beautifully performed track but with an acoustic 
guitar pegging the tape machine needle in the red. 


Even the smiles on this album are roomless, such as 
on one of Paul’s masterpieces, the gorgeous “Here, 
There and Everywhere,” and even the happy brass 
on “Got to Get You into My Life” sounds dark and 
threatening somehow. They’re making you smile 
with “I Want to Tell You” and “Good Day Sunshine,” 
but at the same time your eyelids are narrowed. 
Let’s let George off the leash with his first full-on 
Indian music with tablas and sitars played by guys 
who sound really pissed off. 


And where does it end? It ends at the beginning. 
“Tomorrow Never Knows” did as much to crack the 
sixties in half as anything. The last lines—of the 
beginning, of the beginning, of the beginning...— 
signal that, while this might be the last song on 
the album, it’s really the beginning of something 
new. A drone never leaves a C chord, and there’s 
an incredible, insistent drumbeat. Wild sounds 
dart in and out of the song like bats flitting in 
and out of a streetlight—backward trumpets, the 
aforementioned seagulls, backward guitars, and 
John’s distorted voice singing lyrics full of quotes 
from the Tibetan Book of the Dead. The moptops 
are dead. Long live the moptops. 


It’s a tip of the hat to the techies that they happily 
followed the Beatles into the mist. Use a speaker as 
a microphone and jam it up in Ringo’s bass drum 
and see what it sounds like? Okay, we'll get right to 
work on that. That would be the recording engineer 
Geoff Emerick and George Martin himself who 
intrepidly hacked into innovation’s jungle. 
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Like Rubber Soul, which inexplicably ends with 
O.J.’s theme song (“Run for Your Life”), Revolver 
also has its tragic flaw. In and amongst so many 
timeless tunes with bright and shining melodies 
that rise above the sparseness of the recordings, 
there is the execrable “Yellow Submarine.” They 
should have sold it to a children’s show. The cartoon 
movie was alright, but the song? It makes “Honey 
Pie” sound like solid gold. Whoever said they HAD 
to let Ringo sing one? 


Better to leave you with some fun facts to know and 
tell. The twin lead guitars on “And Your Bird Can 
Sing” were recorded at the same time by John and 
George playing onto the same track. “She Said She 
Said” is probably the only Beatles rock track on 
which Paul does not appear. The day they recorded 
it, there was an argument about something and 
Paul stormed out in a hissy fit like he’s done more 
often than people think. The others said to heck 
with him and finished the track on their own, with 
George dubbing on the bass guitar. 


And, in what could have only made things worse, 
“Yellow Submarine” had a piece of narration they 
decided not to use. Forget that one. Forget all of 
it. Just smoke something and listen to “Tomorrow 
Never Knows” over and over. It’s the end and the 
beginning.

Scream Out Loud 


The fact is, most musicians don’t 
make the money many assume they 
do. And it’s especially true for those 
not in the national spotlight. They 
create music, tour, and produce 
merchandise to keep their bands 
afloat. It’s why it means so much 
when you pick up a t-shirt or buy 
an album. 


But they are often the first ones 
willing to donate their time to causes 
they believe in. 


Shortly after Christmas, on a 
Thursday night, six bands came 
together under the banner of 
raising money for the Bay County 
Humane Society, an area horrifically 
impacted by Hurricane Michael. 
Held at Pensacola’s Vinyl Music 
Hall, the event raised over $1,500. 


The night was a stacked lineup of 
six bands—Shuggy, Capsule Hotel, 
Outlast the End, Scream Out Loud, 
Arsonwave, and Vagrants. 


This was my first time at Vinyl Music 
Hall since their remodeling and 
scattered changes inside and out, 
the most obvious being the catwalk 
that wraps the inside of the venue, 
raises their capacity, and gives a 
bird’s eye view of the stage. 
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We arrived a little late due to a 
previous engagement. High energy, 
post-hardcore three-piece Outlast 
the End was already on stage 
making new fans when we got there. 
Next up was Scream Out Loud, who 
I was happy to see out performing 
again after a hiatus (they also have 
some new music on the horizon). 
They definitely haven’t lost their 
step. 


Which brings us to Arsonwave, the 
locally based metalcore band who 
have constantly been making waves 
throughout the scene. Closing out 
the night were Vagrants, a vibrant 
Pensacola-based band that has 
continually grown their reach 
and can be found opening for an 
upcoming Parkway Drive concert at 
House of Blues in Myrtle Beach. 


Both Vagrants and Arsonwave don’t 
play a ton of local shows, and when 
you add in the fact that this was first 
show in ages for Scream Out Loud, it 
was one for the record books. 


All around, this was a fantastic 
showing of support both for bands in 
the local heavy scene and a fantastic 
cause. It was a night of heavy music, 
friendship and good vibes.

Roma

The best film of 2018. Alfonso Cuaron, a master 
filmmaker with one of the keenest eyes in 
cinema—not just for deep-focus long takes, but for 
understanding “otherness” (Y Tu Mama Tambien, 
Harry Potter and the Prisoner of Azkaban, Children 
of Men, Gravity)—creates a film of stunning beauty, 
palpable heartache, and quiet majesty. 


Roma has been called “immersive cinema,” where 
the spectator feels like they are inhabiting the 
cinematic space; in this case, it’s Roma, a bustling 
neighborhood in Mexico City, where Cuaron grew 
up in the early 1970s. The immersivity is achieved 
through diegetic street sounds coming from off- 
screen corners, a lack of non-diegetic music, long 
takes where the camera tends to turn rather than 
move, and, especially, crucial images on multiple 
planes of an unbelievably deep depth-of-field. 


Cuaron (the writer, director, cinematographer, and 
co-editor) also chose to shoot in strict continuity 
(linear story order), withholding the screenplay from 
the cast and crew and dispensing lines to the actors 
only on the morning of the shoot. When crucial 
moments were depicted, both cast and crew were 
often caught off guard, displaying raw reactions 
(including weeping) while continuing to film. 


Cuaron employs all these techniques to transport 
us into the vivid but unsettled memories of his 
childhood. His subtle avatar is a 10-year-old boy 
in an upper-middle-class family comprised of four 
siblings, a caustic mother, and a mostly absent 
doctor-father. But the narrative remains sutured to 
their maid, Cleo (the heartrending, first-time actress 
Yalitza Aparicio). Cleo ironically supplies the love 
and maternal attention the mother withholds from 
the children, yet she is continually reminded of her 
outsider/servant status, both by the adults in the 
home and by society at large. 


My favorite scene of the year is the dynamic-in- 
its-banality opening shot, where we see stark, 


sullied tiles and hear the slow, somber approach 
of scrubbing. Eventually a slosh of water flows 
over the tiles, revealing the reflection of a slowly 
moving jet overhead. Cleo’s inescapable lower class, 
combined with her underprivileged sex and local 
racial/linguistic signifiers, allow her glimpses of a 
soaring upper class of society, while she is forever 
stuck in the muck on the floor.

Eat Up a Storm at 
Bar & Grill 


My family and I started off the New 
Year with dinner at Hurricane Oyster 
Bar & Grill, January 1. I wasn’t sure 
what to expect—New Year’s Day can 
sometimes be a very relaxing and 
tranquil time to dine out, and I gave 
up on New Year’s Eve parties years 
ago. 


It was business as usual, with 
families, couples, and out-of-towners 
all drifting in for drinks and a meal. 
The menu is the same all day, with 
the exception of some listed entrees 
available only after 5 PM, and 3-6 PM 
Happy Hour food and drinks specials. 


Hurricane Bar & Grill occupies 
a single-story, slightly rambling 
beach house-style structure near 
the intersection of CR-283S and 
Scenic 30A. Entry takes you into an 
interior patio/common area. There 
are outdoor tables, a beanbag toss 
game, and benches. The restaurant’s 
entrance is decorated with brightly 
colored painted signs, colored lights, 
and blackboards listing daily specials. 


Just inside is the bar/lounge, with 
booths on one side. Our hostess asked 
if we wanted to sit inside or outside; 
we chose the side patio. There is 
seating inside, in several rooms and 
dining areas. The decor is beach- 
eclectic, with wooden tables, booths 
and chairs, and hundreds of signed 
dollar-bills tacked to the walls and 
surfaces. Next to the patio where we 
sat was the oyster bar, manned by the 
busiest guy in the place—the oyster 
opener. 


We arrived during Happy Hour, when 
oysters are sold at reduced rates—a 
dozen costs $2 less than the usual 
(market) price. There are also Happy 
Hour snacks—sliders, quesadillas, 
and empanadas. Buckets of peanuts 
in the shell are placed on every table, 
near the bottles of ketchup and hot 
sauces. 


Our server Theressa took our drink 


orders, and my order for a dozen 
oysters in the shell, “Southern 
Traditional” style (cocktail sauce, 


horseradish, lemon, saltines). 


Hurricane’s menu offers everything 
from bar snacks to full meals. There’s 
an impressive list of raw and baked 
oyster dishes. The raw includes 


Mexican (escabeche), Japanese 
(seaweed and_ ginger), Russian 
(horseradish cream and_ caviar), 


German (red cabbage and dill) anda 
“World Tour.” Baked options include 
toppings of Rockefeller (spinach 
and Pernod), Cajun (spicy), sherry 
bacon, pepper Jack with shrimp, 
picatta, Casino (garlic and andouille), 
crawfish tails, and jalapeno with 
bacon and cheddar. Grilled garlic and 
parmesan and steamed oysters are 
also available. 


My wife and daughter had had a large 
lunch, so they passed on appetizers 
(neither eats raw oysters). I had my 
dozen to myself. The previous week 
I had eaten some five dozen oysters, 
purchased at a seafood market. It’s 
my Christmas treat, and this year’s 
harvest was an improvement over last 
year’s. My dozen at Hurricane were 
equally good—cold, plump (with one 
or two giants), salty and satisfying. 
Happy Hour price—$13, about as low 
as I have seen hereabouts. 


For the main course, my daughter 
ordered a kids meal of mini- 
hamburgers, with fries and fresh 
fruit on the side, Other kid options 
are a six-ounce steak, chicken strips, 
popcorn shrimp, fish taco, fish basket, 
PB&J wrap, and cheese quesadilla. 


My wife liked the look of the taco list, 
and ordered a combo platter—fried 
fish and blackened shrimp tacos, 
steak fajita, black bean and corn salsa 
and a basket of tortilla chips. I ordered 
from the after-5 PM menu—seared 
diver scallops with gouda cheese grits, 
sautéed spinach and artichokes, and 
sweet corn sauté. 


The three tacos were well-stuffed. 
The fried fish was crunchy and moist, 
there was plenty of flavorful grilled 
steak, and the shrimp were good-sized 
and nicely spiced. I had to help finish 
the basket of chips. 


I got five fat, sweet scallops, spiced and 
seared just to doneness. They perched 
on a mound of cooked spinach and 
tangy artichoke hearts, itself nestled 
in cheesy-rich grits. The corn sauté 
had a tomatoey base. It took time, but 
I ate it all. 
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_ enchiladas, 
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Other menu options include: crab 
claws, wings, smoked tuna dip, BBQ 
shrimp, coconut shrimp, fried oyster 
nachos, nachos with “debris” (chili, 
cheese, jalapenos, etc.), jalapeno 
battered fried green tomatoes, 
soups (gumbo and the day’s special, 
lobster bisque), salads, po’boys, 
burgers, jerked chicken and grilled 
vegetable sandwiches, chimichangas, 
enchiladas, blackened lobster tacos, 
grilled shrimp, pan seared grouper, 
a Louisiana sampler, coconut curry 
shrimp, and a ribeye. 


Dessert choices are key lime pie, 
chocolate cake, and a daily dessert. 
We couldn’t manage. After a quick 
game of bean bag toss, we retired. We 
will be back.
